Lifton,  Brftifh  minifter  at  Philadelph-a, 
to  v.\c  prefiding  officer  in  the  government 
of  Canada.  Thefe  difpatches  were  found 
in  the  poffer!ion  of  one  Sweeny,  a  noted 
horl'e-thief,  to  whom  thev  had  been  on 
iided,  for  the  purpofe  of  being  conveyed 
to  Canada  ;  but,  unfortunately,  this  hon- 
-orablc  confidant,  concerned  with  others, 
having  ftolcn  a  couple  of  hnrfes  from  a 
gentleman  in  Philadelphia,  which  were 
advertifed  in  the  Philadelphia  papers,  and 
a  reward  offered  for  detecting  the 
thieves,  was  overtaken  in  Bucks  county, 
on  his  million  to  Canada,  and  challenged 
witii  the  theft,  who,  finding"  liimfelf  in 
jeopardy,  deferted  his  charge,  with  the 
horfoj,  and  made  his  efcape.

The  Bred  fleet  appears  at  length  to 
have  marked  by  its.uperations,  fome  over- 
tures, by  which  its  deftination  and  object 
may  be  furmifed.  Two  accounts  have 
been  received  cf  its  movements,  which, 
proceeding  from  remote  fources,  and  a- 
g'veing  in  the  leading  particulars  with 
the  advice  of  its  failing,  as  firft  received, 
afford  at  leaft  fome  better  foundations  for 
conjtclure,  than  could  have  been  before 
adventured, upon  a  project  laid  deeply  in 
impenetrable  fecrecy,  and  fucceeding.il) 
its  firft  movements  without  molellation 
or  cbftruclion  from  the  rival  fleet  deltined 
to  watch  it. 

Upon  the  receipt  of  the  advice  con- 
cerning the  departure  of  the  fleet  from 
Breft,  it  was  underftood  to  confift  of 
25  fail  of  the  line,  later  accounts  mention 
the  junction  of  two  other  fail  of  the  line 
from  L'Orient  ;  and  from  the  Spanifh 
port  of  Ferrol  fix  fail  of  the  line,  alfo 
joined  the  French  fleet. 

When  we  had  occaiion  to  offer,  with 
that  diffidence  with  which  the  profound 
uncertainty  of  fuchlike  movements  fhould 
be  touched  upon,  we  inferred  that  if  the 
French  fleet  alone,  ably  equipped  and 
manned  as  it  was,  was  not  likely  to  riik 
the  lafl  great  ltalce  of  the  national 
rine,  in  an  adventure  on  the  coaft  of  Ire- 
land, where  a  fleet  much  Superior  in  num- 
ber and  weight  of  metal  could  be  brought 
againft  them!  In  this  opinion  we  were 
confirmed,  upon  learning  that  the  nume- 
rous fleets  of  tranfports,  more  that  400 
fail  remained  in  port,  and  that  a  few 
frigates  only,  accompanied  the  grand 
fleet. 

W e  faw  alfo  that  the  fhips  of  the  line 
were  manned  to  the  fulleft  compliment  of 
the  eftablifhment,  and  we  learned  that 
there  were  a  certain  proportion  of  oflicers 
on  board  each  lhip  beyond  the  ufual  efta- 
blifhment. 

It  was  not  an  irrational  inference  at 
firft  light,  from  the  long  continuance  of 
the  Spanifh  fleet  in  port,  blocked  up  by 
the  Britilh,  that  thofe  orficers  were  dec- 
lined to  be  put  on  board  Spaniih  fhips  ; 
but  there  were  two  reafons,  which  if  well 
coniidered  would  render  it  queftionable — 
1.  That  k  was  not  probable  that  the 
Spanifh  feamen  could  be  brought  fo  fpce- 
dily  to  difcipline  as  would  be  neceffary 
in  an  expedition  to  take  place  without  de- 
lay. 2.  That  there  were  a  great  num- 
ber of  French,  Coriican  and  Maltefe  fea- 
men in  another  lituation,  who  were  in 
need  of  officers.  There  was  belide  the 
pride  of  the  Spanifh  people  and  monarch 
to  be  confidered  in  fuch  a  fituation,  cir-  I 
cuniftances  which  would  have  weighed 
down  more  important  confklerations. 

The  divifion  of  the  Britiih  naval  force 
which  blockaded  Cadiz,  reduced  by  the 
detached  fquadrons  before  Genoa,  at  Pal- 
ermo, and  before  Alexandria,  would  ob- 
vioufly  render  the  junctior.  of  a  confider- 
able French  fleet  with  the  Spanifh  fleet 
at  Cadiz  an  object  cafily  accomplilhed. 
It v/as  therefore  rendered  probable  that 
fuch  was  the  firft  defign  of  the  French  ad- 
miral Bruix. 

Admiral  Jarvis  retained  with  him  13 
fail  of  the  line.  There  were  under  ad- 
miral Melton  at  "Palermo  3  fail.  Before 
irenoa  2  fail.  Before  Alexandria  under 
Imiral  Trowbridge  two- fail  of  the  line 
and  two  fifties,  and  three  fail  of  the  line 
divided  between  the  combined  Turkifh 
and  Ruffian  fleets,  and  at  or  in  the  neigh- 
bourhood of  Corfu  and  the  Adriatic  : 
making  the  whole  23  fail  of  the  line,  ori- 
ginally under  Jarvis,  before  Cadiz. 

The  French  fleet  joined  by  the  Spanifh 
fquadron  from  Ferrol.  would  amount  to 
33  fail  of  the  line,  and  the  appearance  of 
fuch  a  force  would,  without  any  impeach- 
ment of  Jarvis  a  (kill  or  courage,  render  a 
rtrcatwith  his  13  fail  a  meafurenot  ofmere 
prudence,  but  of  neceffity  ;  to  fuppofc  he 
waited  to  attack  them  wold  argue  more  of 
defperation  than  of  judgment — and  it  is  on- 
ly upon  a  prefumption  that  the  Britifh  ad- 
miral forfook  the  British  naval  maxim  of 
avoiding  an  acton  with  a  fuperior  force, 
that  we  fuppofe  an  action  to  have  taken 
place  off  Cadiz.  W  e  fhonld  rather  be  in. 
ducedto  believe  that  the  action  took  place 
within  the  ftreights  after  the  French  fleet 
had  followed  tkt  BrlcLlh,  and'this  opinion 


appears  to  befanetienedbvthe  account  by 
the  way  of  TeneriiTe,  which  ftutes  thi.t 
the  Cadiz  fleet  entered  the  ftiaits  after 
the  1  tenth,  to  form  a  junction. 

Whatever  may  have  been  the  point  of 
action,  the  ftrength  of  the  French  fleet  ren-

.  The  Cadiz  fleet  under  the  command  of 
aon  Maflarena,  conflfted  in  April  of  22  fail 
M  the  line,  fully  equipped.

It  may  be  here  obfervedby  the  way,  that 
ifit  werepofiible  thztBridfiort lhouldleave 
the  Irifh  coaft  open  to  the  Dutch  fleet, 
and  the  vaft  body  of  tranfports  with  troops 
on  the  French  coafts,  ready  to  be  thrown 
into  that  Ifiand  ;  that  flill  fuppoling  all  the 
force  of  the  defpotic  powers  united,  and 
Bridports  23  fail  addedto  them,  even  with- 
out Jarvis  having  loft  a  fhip,  their"  force 
would  amount  to  50  only  ;  but  taking  the 
feven  fail  from  them,  and  confldering  the 
capacity  of  the  Turkilh,  Ruflirii,  and  Por- 
tuguefe, for  naval  action,  the  fate  of  aa 
action  bould  not  long  be  dubious. 

Thefe,  however,  are  only  the  fnppofi-. 
tions  which  would  be  made  by  a  cavil- 
ler, and  it  is  only  to  meet  caviller»  they 
are  given.  The  main  Hake  of  Britain  at 
this  time  is  Ireland,  the  coaft  unprotected 
her  ftake  would  be  loft  and  the  world 
would  be  no  longer  accurfed  with  her  in* 
trigues,  her  tyranny,  her  corruption,  her 
avarice,  or  her  peifidy. 

What  then  a<  e  the  objects  of  this  fleet 
under  the  aufpices  of  France.  It  would 
be  prefumption  to  pretend  to  enter  into, 
plans  which  have  baffled  even  the  pene- 
tration of  our  secretary  of  state.

The  great  body  of  the  troops,  howe- 
-  sr.  We  Ihould  conceive  likely  to  be 
leftih'ed  for  Syria',  to  be  lnpded  at  St. 
i.ohn  D'Acre.  Perhaps  the  troops  ftati- 
ofted  al  Malta  might  be  relieved  by  frefh. 
troops.,  and  the  former  garrifon  carried 
to  Svria,  together  with  the  fupplics  of 
{lores  or  every  kind  in  great  abundance, 
which  have  been  collecting  at  Toulon 
and  at  their  ports  in  the  Ital;ah  repub- 
lics. 

Thefe  are  not  the  only  objects  which 
this  grand  project  would  embrace  ;  the 
capture  of  Sicily,  and  the  recapture  of 
Minorca  $  the  conquest  aud  eftablifhmcnt 
of  Cyprus  ;  and  after  having  fwept  the 
i'eas  within  the  ftraits,  the  tranfportation 
of  troops  to  every  part  of  Italy,  would 
enable  the  French  tO  catr:h  Suwarroiu  in 
thole  toils  which  the  French  republic 
appears  to  hay*  deftined  for  all  the  def- 
pots  of  the  earth. 

Such  a  project  were  it  only  half  ac- 
complished, and  there  is  nothing  in  it  im- 
practicable, nor  improbable,  would  ena- 
ble the  French  admiral  to  invite  the 
Briiifii  fleet  to  a  Hole  conferrence  on  the 
Irifli  coaft,  and  to  found  the  requiem  to 
Britilh  navai  fuperiority,  an  event  which 
may  G^l  in  his  infinite  mercy  to  the  na- 
tions who  are  groaning  under  the  in  fa- 
ience ami  rapacity — the  tyranny  and  tor- 
ture— the  extortion  and  depravity  of  Bri- 
tain.—foon  and  effectually  fulfil.

"  I  was  informed,  that  on  the  5th  May 
part  of  the  Spaniili  fleet  failed  from  Ca- 
diz, and  was  joined  by  the  French  fleet 
from  Breft  ;  and  that  Lord  St.  Vincent 
had  been  driven  from  his  ltation  by  con- 
tinued gales  of  wind  from  like  well  ward  : 
but  on  the  7th,  feeing  the  fleet  to  wind- 
ward, he  made  every  exertion  to  gain 
them,  but  to  no  effect,  the  whole  of  hit 
fleet  being  on  a  lee  fliore  in  nine  fathoms 
water.  TheTrcr.r],  and  Spaniards,  ta- 
king  advantage  of  his  fituation,  fteered 
tothe  f«. nth  ward,  in  order  to  avoid  fall- 
ing in  with  his  lordlliip.  As  foon  as  the 
weather  moderated,  he  fteercd  to  the 
fouthward  in  purfuit  of  them.  After  fivj 
days  rcfearch,  an.l  no  appearance  of  the 
en«:ny,  he  bore  away  for  the  Mediterra- 
nean, which  the  former  had  entered  or. 
tim  13th,  their  fleet'  coniiilir.g  of  lever, 
teen  fail  of  the -line.  On- the  morning  of 
the  r;;h  hie  lordihip  patted  Gibralter, 
with  his  fleet  amounting  to  15  fail  of  the 
line,  with  fome  lighter  veflels.

The  fearer  of  mv  laft,  being  dill  detain- 
ed, 1  have  now  to  inform  you  that  on  the 
4'vh  arrived  his  Britannic  Majeftv's 
floop  of  war  Chiiders,  in  fix  days  from  the 
Channel  fleet,  with  advices  of  the  French 


fleet  having  flipt  out  of  Brcft  in  a  fog,  un- 
perceived — Said  floop  met  an  Englifh  fri- 
gate, from  whom  fhe  learned  that  fhe  had 
been  chafed  by  the  out  fcouts  of  an  ene- 
my's fleet,  of  19  fail  of  the  line,  fuppofed 
to  be  the  abov«»  one,  joined  by  four  Spa- 
nifli {hips  from  Ferrol :  they  were  feen  in 
the  latitude  of  Oporto.  This  the  Earl 
of  St.  Vincent  communicated  to  me,  that 
I  might  apprize  the  commanders  of  Ame- 
rican veflels  bound  to  the  weftward,  of 
their  danger.  Admiral  Lord  Keith,  with 
the  Britiih  fleet  of  the  14th  fail  of  the 
line,  was  at  anchor  off  Cadiz.  On  the 
receipt  of  the  above  intelligence,  they  got 
under  weigh,  and  went  for  Cape  St.  Vin- 
cent. A  French  Admiral  and  feveral  of- 
fices arrived  at  Cadiz,  fome  days  ago,  to 
take  the  command  of  fome  Spanifli  fhips  ; 
from  which  it  is  conjectured  a  junction  of 
thofe  fleets  was  in  agitation.  When  the 
Chiiders  left  the  Channel  fleet,  it  was 
proceeding  for  the  coaft  of  Ireland. 

On  the  evening  of  the  5th  inft.  the 
French  fleet  palled  the  Gut,  going  to  the 
eaftward,  with  a  frefh  lbutherly  wind,  and 
very  hazy ;  34  uil  were  counted,  of 
which  16  were  of  the  line.  Next  morn- 
ing Earl  St.  Vincent  fent  to  inform  me 
that  the  Americans  bound  to  the  weft- 
ward  fliould  be  ready  to  proceed  the  mo- 
ment wind  came  about,  as  the  French 
fleet  went  paft  yefterday.  Open  boats, 
&c.  are  fent  to  endeavor  to  get  out  of  the 
Gut  with  difpatches  to  apprize  Lord 
Keith  of  the  French  fleet  having  palled 
this,  and  to  follow  them.

On  the  10th  inft.  Lord  Keith,  with  hi» 
fleet,  arrived  here  from  off  Cadiz,  when 
L"arl  St.  Vincent  embarked,  and  thev  fail- 
ed next  day,  with  16  fail  of  the  line,  of 
which  fix  were  three  deckers,  for  the  eaft. 
It  feems  that  Spain  has  given  up  to 
France  15  fail  of  the  line,  at  Cadiz  ;  and 
by  the  report  of  feveral  boats,  iq  fail  of 
the  line  from  thence,  with  fome  frigates, 
paffed  this  port  to  the  eaft.  two  nights 
4go.  Several  cutters  in  queftof  the  Bri- 
tish fleet,  and  difpatches,  &c.  have  arri- 
ved from  England.

BALTIMORE,  July  9. 
Extra&  of  a  letter  from  a  gentleman  in 

St.  Thomas's,  dated  25th  June,  to  a 

gentleman  in  this  city. 

"There  is  no  news  here  of  late  date, 
but  there  is  a  report  of  the  French  and 
Spanifli  fleets  confiding  of  27  fail  of  the 
line  of  battle  lhips  being  out,  bound  for 
Ireland,  and  of  their  having  chafed  lord 
Bridport  witb  9  fail  ;  I  hope  the  latter 
may  fall  in  with  them  with  only  20  fail  ; 
I  think  they  will  give  a  good  account  of 
them.  Sir  Sydney  Smith  has  gone  to  Al- 
giers on  a  fecret  expedition.  The  affairs 
of  the  continent  wear  a  different  afpeft  to 
what  they  did  fome  time  ago.  The  Au- 
ftrians  have  beat  the  French  in  all  direc- 
tions ;  on  the  one  fide  they  have  forced 
them  to  repafs  the  Rhine,  and  on  the  fide 
of  Italy  have  driven  them  back  to  Rome  ; 
the  Swifs  have  rifen  and  expelled  them 
from  the  Cantons,  and  in  fhort,  to  give 
you  a  ftriking  idea  of  their  dillrefs,  the 
directory  have  declared  the  republic  in 
danger."
